May Have a Decided Effect on This 
Year’s Tax Returns, 


FULTON COUNTY TO ELECT ONE SOON, 


——— 
Different Opinions on the Effect of the 


New Law-—An Interview With 
the Attorney General. 


The new law creating boards of equali- 
gation is claiming a good deal of attention 
just new. People are beginning to won- 
der what its effect will be upon the tax re- 
turns, and, on this subject, there is much 
differeuce of opinion among well-informed 
persons. 

Soon after the law was passed the opin- 
ion was freely. expressed that its effect 
would be to increase tie tax returns of 
the state -by fifty millions. 

Since the trying experience of the fall 
and winter, the most sanguine friends of 
the new law are inclined to reduce their 
estimates of its effect. Some people who 
are in position to know something of the 
feeling of the people think the boards of 
equalization will actually reduce the re- 
turns. This is the view of Treasurer Har- 
deman and Mr. C, T. Furlow, of the tax 
Wepartment of the comptroller general's 
office. Colonel Hardeman says the fact 
that the larger counties are carrying the 
_- whole berden of the st**a government, 
while a large number are actually a charge 
upon the state, has caused a deep-seated 
fecling among the tax-payiug counties that 
they are doing more than their share. This 
he thinks, will beget a disposition to pitch 
their tax returns upon a lower scale, so 
as to keep down their state taxes. Added 
to this is the low price of cotton and the 
distress of the farmers, and, from both 
these causes, Colonel Hardeman and Mr. 
Yurlow think the boards of equalization 
will cut down moie returns than they veu 
raise. 

Comptroller General Wright, who has 
been waiching the state’s business closely 
for a number of years, takes a different 
view. 

“lL am-not prophet enough to say what 
will be the result of the new law,” said 
he, “but the experience of Richmond and 
Chatham counties with boards of equaliza- 
tion does not indicate a reduction from 
that cause. In Richmond the effect of the 
board's work has been to keep up a steady 
but not extravagant increase of values, 
and it has been pretty much the same in 
Chatham. I do not pretend to say that 
there may not be a decrease in the re- 
turns this year, but if there is it will not 
be due to the boards of equalization, but 
to ofher causes of a general nature, such 
as the low price of cotton and the distress 
among the farmers. 

“The author of the bill and its friends 
did not contemplate a large increase of the 
return from the operation of this law. Its 
object, primarily, is equalization. <As it 
stands now, ‘A’ may return agricultural 
lands at $4 an acre, while ‘B,.‘ on the ad- 
joining plantation, with no better 
but a better conscience, may return his 
property at $10 an acre. The work of the 
boards is to put these lands on the same 
basis. If the lower return is too low, they 
nre to raise it: if the higher one is too high, 
they are to reduce it. 

‘The effect of the serutiny of the returns 
by these boards will be rather to raise than 
to lower the average return. It will im- 

rove the consciences of some people to 

snow that a board of intelligent and im- 
partial men will canvass the tax returns. 
The effect will be something like that of 
the presence of a teacher upon the deport- 
ment of boys in school. 

“As to the disparity between the larger 
and smaller counties, in the matter of tax 
paying, I think that if there were any dis- 
position to reduce the returns for this 
cause, an effectual check upon such a 
policy would be found in the fact that the 
tax rate of the cities in most of these 
counties is limited, and it becomes. neces- 
surv to assess the property pretty well, in 
order to raise a sufficient revenue for 
municipal purposes. The guage having 
been set in returns to the city, the county 
returns will be made to conform to it, 
where there is a board of equalization. 

“As another evidence that the counties 
to not seriously consider the scale of the 
return as against other parts of the state, 
it will be noticed that the counties of the 
Wire-grass region, where there is no muni- 
tipal check, have steadily increased their 
voluntary tax returns. This is due to the 
growth and prosperity of the wiregrass 
region, due mainly to the rapid extension 
of the lumber and naval stores’ interests, 
and, also, to the comparitively easy and 
liexpensive culture of the soil. The Jand 
is level, and’ keeps everything that is put 
on it, and plowing is easy. T hey tell me 
they can cultivate fifty acres in southwest 
Georgia as @asy as they could tend thirty 
in the uplands of the northern part of the 
state. The condition of southwést Georgia 
was a revelation to me when I went to 
the agricultural convention at Cuthbert. 
In addition to our crops, they raise vege- 
tables, sugar cane aod upland rice, and 
they have the finest oat crops in the state. 

“It would be a salutory thing if the 
farmers of north Georgia could see the 
prosperity of their friends in the southern 
part of the state. It would stir them up, 
and lead to better things.’ 


Equalization in Fulton County. 


There are practical difficulties in the 
Way of the board of equalization in Fulton 
county. The law limits their work to thir- 
tv days, anl T’ax Collector A. P. Stewart 
thinks it will be hard for the board to can- 
vass the returns of so large and important 
& county in so short a time. He thinks, 
however, that the revision here would be 
comparatively east work, considering the 
immense volume of the returns to be can- 
Vvassed. 

The board of ecualization_ is required to 
meet on the fist Monday in May, and from 
day to day as way be necessary, provided 
they complete ‘their work in thirty days.

ing board ct Pibls county is going to work 
at once.

The thira and fcurth sections prescribe 
the manner in whick the board of equaliza- 
tion shall canvass the returns.

Be it further enacted, That it shall 
be the duty of said board of equalization to 
receive all returns of real and personal prop- 
erty made to the receiver of tax returns of 
their county, and whenever any  per- 
son or persons or body corporate 
Whose duty it is to’ make _ returns 
to said receiver of any’ kind of prop- 
crty subject to taxation by the laws of this 
state, have failed or shall fail o return the 
Whole or any part thereof at the true cash 
Imurket value, the said board of equalization 
Suall proceed to assess the property of 
every such dcfaniting person or persons, or 
bedy corporate, at such an amount as is, in 
their judgment, just and equitable on the 
best and most reliable information to be ob- 
tnined by said board; and for this purpose 
Suid board shali, on their own motion, or 
the application of any person, have power to 
issue, in the name of the same, subpenas for 
all witnesses and compel the production of 
all boooks and papers that may be neces- 
sary for the full investigation of said case. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That it shall 
be the duty of said board of equalization, 
and they are authorized and required, in 
all eases in which they have good reason to 
believe that full and complete returns have 
not been made by any person or persons, or 
body corporate, or that the returns are not 
at the full market value of said property, 
to notify such person or persons, or body cor- 
porate, through the receiver of tax returns.

A Peculiar Case, 


Susie R. Trippe, through her attorneys, 
Westmoreland & Austin, sues the Rich- 
mond and Danville Railroad Company for 
$20,000 because of injuries received under 
unusual circumstances. 

Her husband, R. Bb. Trippe, had 
adjudged insane in 1890, and for some 
time she had supported him by keeping 
a boarding house in Atlanta.

Worth Thinking About. 

A “thoughtful writer @ade the point, 
the other day, that no successful popular 
movement has ever stopped at the point 
fixed by its projectors and promoters 
The French revolution was never intendd- 
ed to taste blood, and yet it had to taste 
much common blood before its taste for 
the royal strain became _ imperati-e. 
Our own revolution was not intended to 
be a revolution at all, nor was our civil 
war directed by the government against 
slavery in its early stages, 

It would be well for the nationalists, 
as Edward Bellamy calls his followers, 
and the third party men to calmly con- 
sider the nature of their demands and the 
probable results, in the event of their 
success, some time in the future. 

Suppose ‘hese reformers succeed in 
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nationalizing industry and commerce— 
what then? It is claimed that the na- 
tional idea works well in our systems 
of public defense, education, police, judi- 
ciary, and in the collection and expendi- 
ture of taxes. But will the further appli- 
ation of the principle to industry and 
commerce be satisfactory? 

Already, some of the difficulties in the 

ray are coming to light. A correspondent 
of The Boston Nation objects to nation- 
alism because the government would tben 
fix the rate of wages and the length of 
a working day. He takes the position that 
the individual should decide when and 
how long to work, and earn wages in 
proportion to his desires and his -villing- 
ness to work. 

The Nation, however, sees no danger 
in the proposed nullification of the indi- 
vidual, and quotes the following from 
an organ of similar views: 

Prussia employs 187,771 citizens In her goy- 
ernmental postal and telégraph offices and on 
the government railways and transacts all 
this business without loss, waste or ditfliculty. 
Citizens in the employ of the government, 
our own or other governments, are never 
ground down in their wages tn order that 
thelr employers may declare dividends and 
amass wealth. They are never thrown out 
of work in order to bull the market. They 
are sure of work, always at living Wages. 
They pay or have taken out of their earnings 
no interest to provide incomes for idle stock- 
holders. They are no longer forced into the 
fight of the workers with the capitalist class. 
ould it not, then, be every way better for 
the government of the United States to be 
the one great owner and loaner of capital, 
owning and operating all means of communti- 
cation and transportation, all stores of nat- 
ural weulth, mines, oil wells and reservoirs, 
natural gas and plants for the generation of 
all motive power needed by the public, steam, 
electricity and the rest? Would it not also 
be better for the government to provide ware- 
houses for the storage at cost of all staple ar- 
ticles of food, and by the issue of warehouse 
receipts which could be used in exchange for 
money, keep the price of the necessaries of 
life and through them of all manufactured 
goods, of nearly uniform price from harvest 
to harvest? 

This is extreme socialism. It would sup- 
press private enterprise, make every man 
a part of the governmental machine, and 
leave perhaps an industrious minority at 
the merey of an idle majority controlling 
through the machinery of the government 
all the resources of the nation. 

It strikes us that this third party, 
nationalist or socialist scheme simply 
proposes to fence in the entire republic 
as a vast pauper asylum, where every- 
thing is to be given to everybody until 
there is nothing left. But when the final 
collapse of the system comes, how will 
the dupes and victims get on their feet 
again and what shape will the govern- 
ment assume when it comes out of the 
hands of the wreckers? 
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The democrats of the south have a heavy 
responsibility om their hands. It is in 
their power to prevent the strrender of

If such a law was passed, the class 
of criminals referred to could not pay their 
counsel, if acquitted, whereas, if convicted, 
the county officials would have to pay it out 


of their hire.”

GEORGE KENNAN’S SECOND LECTURE. 


The Audience Deeply Impressed by His Ac- 
count of the Exile system. 


As usual, George Kennan’s audience was 
larger on the serond night, and the beauti- 
ful Young Men’s Christian Association hall 
was pretty closely filled down stairs, with 
a large overflow in the gallery. 

He was introduced, as on the previous 
night, by President W. M. Slaton, of the 
Young -..en’s Library, and was received 
with applause that showed a hearty appre- 
ciation of his first lecture. The second, on 
“The East Siberian Convict Mines,” dealt 
with the treatment of political exiles by 
the Russian government. It was a very 
different subject from that of the first 
night, and what he had to tell arouged very 
different emotions. The narrative was so 
circumstantial that it was impossible to re- 
sist the conviction that the speaker was 
givipg an unvarnished account of what he 
had seen and heard. In the garb of a 
political convict, with the leg fetters and 
clanking chain, he made the description of 
his appearance highly realistic. 

The account of the visit to Miss Natalie 
Ormfeldt’s house, and the subsequent 
reading of the letter written by a young 
Russian lawyer to his father on the eve 
of suicide, were affecting in the extreme. 

Mr. Kennan himself seemed deeply 
affected, and, at the conclusion of his lec- 
ture, was completely exhausted. 

He had quite an ovation, and a number 
of ladies went up to shake hands with him. 
He will remain in Atlanta today to rest, 
and will take the night train for Nashville.

There has been much speculation among 
historical writers as to the nationality and 
parentage of St. Patrick. The most gen- 
eral opinion on the subject has allotted the 
hirthplace of the saint to a place called 
Kilpatrick, near Dunbarton in Scotland. 
Dr. Jaingan, in his exhaustive treatise on 
Irish ecclesiastical history, thinks the 
weight of evidence is in favor of France as 
his native country, and he gives the birth- 
place at or near Boulogne-Sur-Mer. Pro-

bus, also a very ancient writer, assures us 
that St. Patrick governed the diocese of 
Boulogne as bishop before he set out for 
Ireland. Cardinal Moran, who wrote an 
article on the birthplace of St. Patrick in 
The Dublin Review in 1880, states that 
he was a Scotchman, and Father Hogan, 
a learned Jesuit, inclines to the same opin- 
ion, while Mr. Cashel Hoey, a well-known 
writer, that he was the son of a 
British oflicial employed under the  Ko- 
mans, who had previously achieved the 
conquest of England. 

In a work of rare historical value pre- 
served in the library of Trinity college, 
Dublin, and known as

it is stated that he was born in Britain, 
not far from the shores of the Irish sea, 
aud St. Patrick himself in one of the frag- 
meutary epistles which have descended to 
us from that misty and remote period in 
Which he lived, says: “I was born the son 
of Calpuruius, who was of the village of 
Bonayon ‘Thaburia”’ (not far from the sea). 
Furthermore, the saint distinctly speaks 
of himself in his “Confession” as being 
“after a few years again in Britain with 
my parenis,”’ from which it appears that 
he originally came from Britain, aud that, 
as has been stated by Cashel Hoey, he and 
his parents resided there. The venerable 
Oeugus, the Culdee, who wrote long an- 
terior to many of these authorities, also 
traces St. Patrick’s mother, Conessa, to a 
British souree, while his biographer, Pro- 
bus, who is entitled to exceptional weight 
on account of the early period in which he 
lived (A.D. 652), says: “While as yet he 
(Patrick) was in this country with _ his 
father, Calpurnius, and his mother, Con- 
essa, his brother, Ruchti, and his - sister, 
Mila. in their city, Arimuric (a Roman 
camp), there took place a great sedition in 
these parts of the sons of Rethmit, the 
king of Britain, devastating Arimuriec and 
other adjoining places, and killed Calpur- 
nius and his wife, and carrying away cap- 
tives their children, Patrick and his brother 
Ruchti with their sister, landed in Lreland. 
(Quinta Vita, cap. xii. While therefore 
Nothing Is Positively Known. 
of St. Patrick’s exact birth place, no author 
claims him as an Irishman. The probabiii- 
ties are that he was the son of an English 
official who resided at a former Roman camp 
near Bath, and that the place which the 
saint speaks of as “Bonavon’’ is the river 
Avon, which runs into the Irish sea, as re- 
corded in the book of Armagh, and which 
sea in those early Saxon times was Visited 
by pirates who earried the boy a slave to 
Ireland.

Being no longer either 
a slave or a stowaway, but an educated man 
and a priest, he yearned to return to the 
land of his captivity, and like a Christian 
to return to his captors and oppressors that 
good for the evil which he had learned was 
the great doctrine of all true religion. ‘ihe 
holy see had previously dispatched mis- 
sionaries to Ireland, where Christianity, 
as we shall subsequently see, had made 
much progress, but some resistance being 
now encountered to its doctrines, and owing 
to Patrick’s six years’ acquaintance with 
the country, making him something of an 
Irishman, he was selected for the difficult 
but glorious work of propagating the teach- 
ings he himself had already received in the 
monasteries of I’rance. Against the advice 
and remonstrances of his friends, who earn- 
estly endeavored to dissuade him by the 
most touching entreaties not to go among 
a people who were known to be deeply at- 
tached to pagan rites, and who had threat- 
ened and expelled Palladine, he resolved 
to risk his life, and not to hide the gift of 
God from a people whose supplications for 
their deliverance he imagined were still 
riuging in his ears.

It is popularly considered that the chief 
named Dicho, whu.uw St. Patrick baptized, 
was “the first born of the sons of Erin to 
the faith of Christ.”” Nothing could be 
mor? erroneous, aS from passages in the 
works of St. Chrysostom it has been as- 
serted that Christianity was in Erin long 
before St. Patrich, and that the country 
had been visited from the earliest ages by 
missionaries. 

King Cormac Mart, 


who lived and reigred a century before St. 
Patrick, was a Cunristian, and St. Prosper 
expressly states that Paladius, who, like 
Patrick, was a Christian,.-and St. Prosper 
by Pope Celestus, was sent to preach to 
the Irish believing in Christ.”’ (Vide “Life 
of St. Patrick,’ by father M. 1. O’Far- 
rell, page 26.) The facts are that St. 
Palladius with four others—Sylvester, Ben- 
edict, Solinus and Augustine—had landed 
in Ireland previous to St. Patrick's depart- 
ure from France, and bad met with such 
suceess thit hcpefu lexpectations had been 
entertained in Rome of the conversion of 
th> entire island.

Oakman’s 
place in the directory of the Richmond 
and Danville was filled by the election of 
H. C. Fahnestock. S. M. Inman, of At- 
lanta, resigned as a director of the Rich- 
mond and Danville and his brother, John 
H., was elected to succeed him. All of 
these changes are directly in the line of 
the Baltimore and Ohio-Reading deal, 
for Mr. Fahnestock is vica president 
of the First National bank of New York 
and is hand in glove with the parties 
who carried through the Reading-Jersey 
Central deal.

“A vote of the majority of preferred 
stock is requested to authorize any addi- 
tional mortgage on the property covered 
by the first mortgage. Common capital 
stock $110,000,.v0, making a total capita: 
ization of $350,000,000. 

“This total capitalization is to cover the 
securities of the ‘Terminal company, the 
Richmond and Danville and the East ‘Ten- 
nessee, in the hands of the public, and 
owned and controlled by the Richmond 
Terminal company, amounting to $394,- 
572,101, exclusive of car trusts. The plan 
provides for the retirement of existing car 
trusts amounting to $2,369,561, and the 
floating debts, amounting to $6,310,000. 

“The present fixed charges, including car 
trusts, amount to $9,474,837 against net 
earnings of $8,744,736. The fixed charges 
under the proposed plan, when carried out, 
will amount to $6,400,000, to which shouid 
be added the tals of the Cincinnati 
Southern ($1 v) and the North Caro- 
lina railroad “Ye ), making the total 
fixed charges $7,66 . This leaves ap- 
parently $1,100,000 in sight for dividends 
on the new 5 per cent preferred stock.” 

The Central vropyed. 

“The committee calls attention to the fact 
that in view of the pending litigation af- 
fecting the Central Railroad and Banking 
Company, of Georgia, and of the questions 
which are before the courts and unde- 
terminal, respecting the existing lease, 
and consdering the legal difficulties attend- 
ing the consolidation of that company, it 
has found it advisable to make no pro- 
vision for the present, for taking up the 
outstanding stock and securities of the 
Central Railroad and Banking Company,

“It is contemplated by the plan that the

‘In the opinion of the committee, the 
concentration of the numerous corpora- 
tions under one management will result in 
a large reduction in the expenses and a 
corresponding increase in the net earn- 
ings. 

“The plan makes due allowance for re- 
quisite improvements and betterments dur- 
ing the next two years, the addition of 


| which will result in a material reduction 


of operating expenses. The committee is 
to name the first board of directors of the 
new corporation, which will be called ““The 
Southern Railway Company.” In determ- 
lning the basis of old securities for new, 
the committee has endeavored to exercise 
absolute impartiality and has reached this 
conclusion after a careful study of the 
merits of each security.” 
The Basis of Exchange. 

“The terms upon which the present 
securities are to be exchanged for those of 
the new company, cannot be set forth in 
the limits of this summary, as they occu- 
py nearly a score of pages in the pamphlet 
copy of the plan. An important feature of 
the plan is the rights which are given to 
the holders of Terminal common and pre- 
ferred stocks and collateral trust 5 per 
cent bonds to subscribe to the securities of 
the new company. Each holder of 100 
shares of those stocks and of $1,000 worth 
of bonds, is entitled to subscribe $1,600 to 
the cash fund of $14,588,640 which is 
necessary to meet the cash requirements 
of the plan. Jor such subscription” of 
$1,600 they will receive $2,000 of new 
4 per cent bonds and $700 of new pre- 
ferred stock. Holders of less amounts than 
100 shares of stock and .,000 bonds, may 
subscribe to the new securities in the same 
proportion. A bankers’ syndicate has been 
formed, which has guaranteed the entire 
subscription. 

‘‘Lhe reorganization is being effected 
through the Central Trust Company, cf 
New York. But entirely apart from the 
plan, ther® are brand new_developments in 
the situation of extraordinary interest. 
Matters culminated this afternoon when, 
at a called meeting of the Terminal and 
also of the Richmond and Danville direct- 
ors, John H. Inman tendered his resignua- 
tion as president of both companie®, and 
W. G. Oakman was elected to the position 
to succeed him.” 

How It Came About. 

“Such an important occurence naturally 
is entitled to some explanation. The best 
that 1 can furnish is about as _ follows? 
About ten days ago F. T. Olcott, president 
of the Central Trust Company, and like- 
wise chairman of the Richmond Terminal 
reorganization committee, became  dis- 
couraged as to the probable success of his 
plan as then proposed.

CHICAGO, March 16.—Reporis of damage to winter 
wheat were rife today. The country sent in buying 
orders along with the damage news and better prices 
were obtained, Compared with yesterday May wheat 
old at 86'2 but the advance was not sustained, early 
buyers taking plain profits prompted by closing cables 
being lower. We still think that the report of a large 
increase on passage referred to Tuesday is a fit subjec: 
for suspicion. While many think it is rather early to 
place much stress on damage to growing wheat, the 
fact remains that such reports are considered a promi- 
nent factor on the present market clearances of wheat 
and flour, aggregating 550,000 wheat equivalent. Nar- 
row markets have been so long the rule that the excep- 
tion has been parWally forgotten, and until the traders 
expand their views, would act conservatively.

Captures the Houso with His Flights 
of Eloquence. 


A POLITICAL SLATE MADE UP 


For the Distribution of the Various 
Offices in Georgia—Tom Watson 
Grooming tor Governor. 


Washington, March 16.—(Special.)— 
There are many young men in the present 
house. 

All of them are smooth-fac:1, classical- 
koking young chaps, full of ambition and 
eager to bound to the front. Nearly ull 
of them have appeared before the footlights 
but few bave received either Louquets or 
applause 

‘There is one however, who ‘has. His 
name is William J. Bryan. He hails from 
Nebraska, and is but thirty-one years of 
age. By one speech he has made himself 
great. 

This morning he was almost unknown 
tight here. He was unknown to the coun- 
try. Tonight he is recognized here as the 
greatest living tariff reform orator. To- 
morrow he wilt find himse f famous 
throughout the country. At the opening 
vf congress Spcaker Crisp appointed him as 
one of the new men on the ways and means 
committee. Mr. Bryan wanted it and when 
the speaker talkea with him a few moments 
he discovered that he would mace no mis- 
take to so recognize the young nan. To the 
average member, however, the e;).ointme it 
was a surprk but tonight it is hailed with 
delight. 

He Caught the House. 

When the tariff debate was taken up to- 
day and Mr. Bryan took the floor to de- 
liver a speech, the old members quickly 
slipped back into the lobby They | ex- 
pected nothing from the smooth-faced 
young man, who bears a striking resem- 
biance to the late Samuel J. Randall. 

He had not had the floor five minutes 
however, before they commenced return- 
ing, and in ten minutes nearly every man 
was in his seat and every eye was upon 
the young orator, whose wordseshowed a 
surprising familiarity with the subject. 
There was no threshing over old straw 
but a strong, clear, convincing argument, 
delivered with a display of natural orato- 
ry which cannot be equaled by any man 
upon the floor of the house or the senate 
either, for that matter. 

The republicans commenced _ interrupt- 
ing him after he had talked perhaps twen- 
ty minutes, and then it was he showed 
what was in him. Quick at _ repartee, 
thoroughly posted, he drove them to cover 
as fast as they showed their heads, and ev- 
ery time he received enthusiastic applause. 
Hundreds of questions were put to him and 
to every one he made a reply that routed 
the questioner. At the expiration of an 
hour, the time accorded to him, the speak- 
er’s gavel rapped. Then it was every man 
on both sides arose to ask unanimous con- 
sent for an extension. 

They Wanted More. 

Everybody cried out, “Go on, go on, you 
can have all the time you want.” He 
spoke for nearly three hours. There was 
not a dull sentence nor a dul! word in the 
entire speech. Not a man left his seat the 
whole time. It was a magnificent effort, 
perfect in every way. Nothing like it has 
been heard on the floor of the house for 
twenty years. Men who have served in 
congress from ten to eighteen 
years say they have never heard a 
tariff speech to equal it. This might sound 
like an exaggeration, but it is true. No 
effort of Carlisle, Morrison, Mills, or any 
of the recognized tariff orators, has ever 
touched it. His voice was perfect, his de- 
livery magnificent, and his argument sim- 
ply unanswerable in every particular. 

It was, indeed, a grand speech. When 
he had finished, every democrat on the 
floor crowded around him to tender con- 
gratulations. Not one single man failed. 
Even the doorkeepers and pages crowded 
around, and people from the galleries came 
down, after adjournment, to get a closer 
view of the man who had bounded from 
obscurity to greatness in one ‘day. 

On the Way to Atlanta. 

Senator Colquitt and General Dan Sickles 
left on the limited for Atlanta tonight. 
They will reach there at 4 o’clock tomor- 
row afternoon. General Sickles has quite 
a reputation as an orator, and those who 
have heard him say he will make a great 
democratic speech. Senator Colquitt is 
going to talk a little, too, and what he 
Siys is going to be interesting. He will, 
perhaps, take occasion to reply to some of 
the attacks made upon him for his support 
of Hill. 

A Slate for Georgia. 

The latest piece of Georgia political gos- 
sip here is to the effect that the third party 
Will put out a candidate for governor and 
for congress in every district in the state. 
As far as the _ slate has_ been 
formulated, it is that Mr. Wat- 
son will be the candidate 
for governor; Colonel Peek wiil be a candi- 
date for congress in the fifth district 
against Colonel Livingston, and that Mr. 
Ellington, of McDutfie, will be the third- 
party candidate for congress from the 
tenth district. Whether this slate will be 
carried out, no one here is prepared to say, 
but that is the slate as given one of the 
Georgia congressmen in a letter from home 
this morning. fs 

Clements Confirmed. 

The senate today confirmed the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Clements, of Georgia, as inter- 
state commerce commissioner. Hie will be 
Otlicially notified and sworn in within a 
few days. His first active duties will, per- 
haps, be in Atlanta, where the commis- 
sion goes next Thursday. Mr. Clements 
reached here this morning. He has many 
friends here, and from them he has re- 
ceived hearty congratulations. For the 
present, Mr. Clements and his family will 
live at the Metropolitan, but, later, as his 
position is practically a life one, he will, 
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perhaps, purchase a home. kK

ONLY HIS NAME 


Is Left by a Homeless Irishman Who 
Dies Among Strangers. 


HE DIED WITH AN UNKNOWN PAST, 


Of Which He Would Not Speak—"“I Was 
Not Enough to My Family to Pain 
Them by My Death.” 


Yesterday afternoon a little funeral pro- 
cession rolled into Westview and laid at 
his eternal rest a poor fellow, who in life 
bore evidences of harsh fortunes and re- 
verses, 

Ilis name was all they knew about him 
—he was a wanderer. 

He had called himself Con Foley—which 
name, with his rich irish brogue, attested 
his nationality. 

A, veil of mystery curtains the poor fel- 
low’s past life, and he died in Atlauta 
among strangers. 

But the lonely Irishman was not friend- 
less. His warm nature found him friends 
in Atlanta. 

Foley came here only six months ago, 
aud began at work at his profession of 
cutting stone. He was a sad looking spe- 
‘cimen of humanity when he tirst came. 
His big frame, which had once been mus- 
cular and strong, was shrunken by disease 
and there was a hollowness in his voice, 
which sounded like a consumptive. 

He stopped at Mrs. Tucker’s boarding 
house on Mitchell street between Pryor 
and Loyd. ‘There he pursued the even ten- 
or of his way unumolesting and unmolested. 
He never spoke of his past. 

A few days ago his disease—consump- 
tion—reached such a stage as to make it 
necessury for him to take to his bed.

Why the Macon and Dublin Found Piles 0} 
Croasties in Their Path. 

The Macon aud Dublin railroad has been 
engaged in an amusing attempt to make 
eounection with the Wrightsville and Ten- 
nille. ; 

Perhaps it was not funny to either of the 
two roads, but it was to lookers-on. The 
Wrightsville aud Tennille runs from Ten- 
nille on the Central railroad to Dublin. At 
this latter point it crosses the Ocmulgee 
river, on its new bridge. The Macon and 
Dublin wants to connect its tracks with 
the Wrightsville and Dublin, and get an 
exchange of cars. Some little time ago, 
the Macon aud Dublin tried to put In a 
switch from its own tracks to its neigh- 
bor’s. When the purpose was discovered, 
a gang of Wrightsville and Tennille labor- 
ers threw a pile of crossties on their road's 
right of way at the point where the switch 
was to be laid. Then the Macon and Dub- 
lin tried on another tangent. But as the 
switch approached the Wrightsville and 
Tennille, another pile of crossties appeared 
in the way. Every time the Macon and 
Dublin undertook to carry out its plans on 
a new track, that pile of crossties would 
rise up. Finally, there was a prospect of 
bloody war. So the Wrightsville and Ten- 
nille got an injunction to prevent the 
Macon and Dublin from trespassing on its 
right of way. Being checked in that di- 
rection, the Macon and Dublin appealed 
to the state commission. At the hearing, 
on ‘Tuesday,’ Mr. Daley, counsel for the 
Wrightsville and Tennille, and Mr. Stubbs, 
attorney for the Macon and Dublin, had a 
warm debate. Mr. Daley said that his 
road did not want to associate with the 
Macon and Dublin. President Wood, of 
the Wrightsville and Tennille, says that 
he does not want his rival to get into his 
territory over his own road. The position 
of the Wrightsville and Tennille is that 
the state railroad commission cannot force 
a road to accept a connection against its 
will with another line. Once’ connection is 
made, the commission can make roads ac- 
cept business from each other.
